Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 3- 1 1 , and 1 3 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The references of 
record, either singularly or in combination, do not teach or suggest at least a CMOS pixel 
structure comprising: a semiconductor substrate with dopants of a first conductivity type at a first 
concentration density; a collection region with dopants of a second conductivity type; a dual- 
purpose electrode for transferring the charges from the collection region into a detection region, 
and a barrier region of the first conductivity type in the substrate, with a concentration density of 
dopants being higher than the concentration density of dopants in the substrate.
